$85 million withheld or 
given to wrong schools

Financial miscalculations by state 
education administrators have result- 
ed in hundreds of Arizona schools 
missing out on tens of millions of fed- 
eral dollars to serve students with spe- 
cial needs and those from low-income 
families. 

According to an Arizona Republic 
analysis of data provided by the Arizo- 
na Department of Education, the state 
has misallocated $85 million over the 
past four years, giving some schools 
too much and some too little.

Four of Arizona’s top opioid-pre- 
scribing doctors are located in sparsely 
populated Mohave County, an unusual 
pattern that has Gov. Doug Ducey ask- 
ing if it might indicate widespread 
abuse of the pain pills. 

The four doctors, who were not 
identified, wrote prescriptions for 
nearly 6 million pills over a 12-month 
period. That’s more than enough to 
medicate every resident of the north-
